Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 14. — The

it was expected the men would be 
behind prison bavs. 


The first arrest made was that of 
Frank T. Ryan, president of the In- 
ternational Association 
of 
Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers' Union. 
He was arrested in the office of the 
union, the same place whore J. .1. 
McNamara was arrested before be- 
ang talcen. to Los Angeles and tried 
and convicted ot dynamiting the Los 
Angeles Times building. 


Other officials of the Iron Work- 


ers' International Union were 
also 
taken into custody, charged 
with 


knowing what the McNamaras did 
•with the money suppled thorn. 


Spurgeon P. 
Meadows,

ters's Union, was arrested as a rep- 
resentative of one of the three un- 
ions implicated in the conspiracy. 
Frank C. Webb, who was arrested

SUFFRAGE COMMITTEE OF 


CONVENTION FAVORS VOTES 


FOR WOMEN IN BUCKEYEDOM 


Columbus, Feb. 14—The question of 


womens' sulfrage as an issue, was 
put squareiy up to the constitution- 
al convention .last night by the suf- 
frage committee, which overwhelm- 
ingly voted to return a favorable re- 
port on the subject for adoption in- 
to the new Ohio constitution. 


With the names of 10 of the 21 


members of the committee appended 
to the report it will go before the 
convention today and will he placed 
on the calendar for debate and adop- 
tion. Only Allen RT. Marshall of Co- 
shocton voted against it. 
If the convention, as a whole, does 


not sec fit to change the wording of 
the proposal as it now stands, it will 
be submitted separately, when the en- 
tire constitution is voted upon by the 
people. 


If a majority of the voters

favor it women will

be endowed with the franchise, be- 
cause in the clause defining a quali- 
fied elector the 
word "male" has 


been stricken out and left to read 
"every citizen," while in two

vor of suffrage and against their be- 
liefs, a handful of

fairs, but for the industrial classes of 
women and the working girls she be- 
liees that it would be nothing short 
of disaster if they he allowed 
to 


vote, 


"The possession of the ballot will 


make them more than ever before 
the helpless victims of all the evil 
and corrupt forces of politics, 
and 


they will inevitably become the crea- 
tures of corrupt political organiza- 
tions. 


"Today we women, as the women 


of all times have done, <->et the stand- 
ards of society.

"Ninety per cent of the women do 
not cherish any active wish to vote."

harsh, unlovable and repulsive." 
"We mothers of men are the makers 


of men, and we require time to make 
good men. "When we have made good 
men .they will make good laws 
and 


good government." 


"It is one of .woman's chief pro- 


blems how tO'Teniain feminine 
ani 
idealistic in. the,,* face of 
conditions 


which are 'already, imposed upon us." 


Mrs. Hubbard of Columbus asserted 
that men make far the best milliners 
and dressmakers, but the occupation is 
hardly suitable tor a man," and cited 
this as an illustrative instance of the 
incongruity ol women voting. 


Miss Parsons 
adduced condensed 
statistics to show that 
in 
suffrage 
states the laws concerning child labor, 
womaanls rights and privileges in in- 
dustrial life and before the law are not 
so good as in the nohsuffrage states. 


In the questioning following the ad- 
dresses Chairman W. B. Kilpatrick 
drew from the ladies the fact that they 
all believed in restricted 
franchise. 


Miss Parsons was sure that "the ne- 
gro and the ignorant laborer should 
not be allowed to vote."

But she could not be positive wheth- 


er she favored an educational or a 
property qualification, 
but 
asserted 
that the former would be quite "ideal" 
if it could be obtained, and that such 
a provision would be totally impossible.

FISHERMAN FINDS BODY 


She Was Warned of Danger But 


Desire to Visit Father Over- 


came Her Fears. 


New Yorlc, Feb. 14 —A girl of about 


19 years, who laughed at the warnings 
when she started to walk five miles 
across Jamaica Bay from Canarsle 10 
Barren Island, was found frozen in tha 
ice by a fisherman. 


The girl, who wore a great fur boa 


about her shoulders, a heavy cloth 
three-quarter coat, and whose head 
and ears were warmly wrapped in 
veiling, appeared at Lawrence, Mes- 
senger s hotel Saturday evening at 6 
o clock and said to him: "How am I 
going to get over to Barren Island this 
evening?" 


"You can't get over," Messenger re- 


plied. "The boat that runs across is 
trozen in and there's no way." 


Her face became very grave at that 
information. 


"I must get there," she said. "My 


father is there and I must get toiim." 


But you, can't," 'broke in Mrs. Mes- 
senger, who had joined her husband 
"It would be death to try it " 


Joseph Triste, a hackman, entered 
the hotel and the girl said to him "1C 
you'll drive me across the ice I'll giv« 
you $2." 


"Wouldn't try it for two million5" 
replied the hackman. ; 


"I have tii money to pay you " sn* 


persisted, drawing out a roll of bills.

The girl said she-was'defermined to 
go.

Carman had heard gossip of the 
daring girl who had started for Bar- 
ren Island on

guessed she had met with an accident 


One hundred yards from the boat 
the fisherman saw the 
girl's 
body. 


frozen fast in the ice. Carman sent 
word !to the Carnarsie .police station 
and Sergeant Hill and Patrolman Van 
Hattan went for the body. It 
waa 


reached with difficulty, and the three, 
men started to carry it to the main- 
land, three and one-half miles away. 


The burden became heavy, so two 


bobsleds belonging .to boys were lash- 
ed together. On these Uie body was 
taken to Canarsie. 


Wrapped in a handkerchief in 
a 


pocket was found a roll of eight one- 
dollar bills. She had a card of. Louis 
Friedman of No. 67 Thatford avenue. 
Brooklyn. The body was sent to the 
Brooklyn morgue and Friedman was 
informed.

GUS RUHLIN IS 


DEAD; FORMER 


HEAVY WEIGHT 


New York, Feb. 14.—Gus Ruh)- 
in, the former 
heavyweight boxer, 


dropped dead at his home, 1490 Myr- 
tle avenue, Brooklyn, last night at 7 
o'clock. 
Death was caused by con- 


vulsions, which attacked him shortly 
after he entered upon his evening re- 
past. Before leaving his cafe, which 
of late he has been conducting, for 
his apartments above, Ruhlin 
ap- 


peared to be in the best of health. 
He celebrated his 40th birthday an- 
niversary three weeks *ago. 


Ruhlin at one time promised 
to 
become 
heavyweight champion of 
the world. He was born at Canton, 
O., Jan. S, 1S72 and became known 
as the Akron Giant. His first fight 
was with Jim Wood at Akron 
in 
1S96, which he won on points. That 
year he won three and lost 
one 


bout. The following year he fought 
Jim Jeffries a 20-rouiid 
draw. At 
that time Jeffries was just coming 
into prominence as a boxer. On May 
20, 1S9S, Ruhlin was defeated 
by 
Kid McCoy in 20 rounds" at 
Syra- 
cuse. That same year he was knock- 
ed out by Tom 
Sharkey in 
one 
round at 'Coney Island. 
y 
His defeat at the hands of Shar- 
key sent him on the downward path. 
The succeeding year Peter 
Maher 


held him "even in a 2 0-round contest 
and a year later he was -again knock- 
ed out by Sharkey and also by Bob 
Fitzsimmons. 
He lost to 
Jeffries 


again in 1901 at San Francisco in 
five rounds. In 1902 Ruhlin went to 
England, where he fought several of 
Great Britain's best 
heavyweights. 


He was successful in his trip until 
he tackled Tom Sharkey for the third 
time and was again knocked out. 
He wound up his career in 1905 


by knocking out Jimmie McCormick 
in 1S rounds at Colma, Cal. - 


Ruhlin settled down after his vic- 
tory over McCormick and married.

Great progress has been made in the 


department of the state inspector ot 
workshops and factories during the ad- 
" ministration of Thomas P. 
Kearns. 


New laws have strengthened the hands 
of the inspector and his subordinates 
and new policies have 
raised 
the 


standard of efficiency. 


When Mr. Kearns 
assumed 
his 


duties, there had been created the 
previous year the office of Assistant 
Chief Inspector, whose duty it was to 
examine the plans and specifications of 
all public buildings to be erected in 
the future throughout the state. 


It was therefore necessary for him 


to have some rules and requirements 
by which he was to be governed 
in 


the examination of those plans, and 
by which the owners and builders were 
to be governed in the erection of these 
buildings. 


A code has been prepared governing 


the erection of school buildings only. 
Kearns found it necessary to take im- 
mediate action to provide some code 
of requirements for other classes of

and 


ventilating requirements ior the in-

about 
drafting these rules. A 


Seating and ventilating bulletin 
was 


compiled, together with a bulletin gov- 
erning the essential features of the 
construction and arrangement of 'the- 
atres and picture shows. It was mailed 
out to the different architects through- 
out the state as a guide in designing 
these buildings. The heating and vent- 
ilating requirements were drafted 
in

ment. The Federalists, who at that 
time held the 
reins, and up 
till 
1801, were for a strong, conservative 
government 
and a wholesome 
dis- 


tinction of classes. The two parties 
were not long in waiting for flags to 
rally around and fresh fields 
on 


which to fight. The Jefferson party 
accused the Federal party with try- 
ing to establish a monarchy. 
They 


claimed the charge was unfounded, 
but when Jefferson was elected pres- 
ident in 1800 their bitterness knew 
no bounds. 
Their fault-finding did 


lend some color to the accusation. 
It is curious to read what the Fed- 
eralists.' papers, in the first days of 
their sorrow, said at the time Jeffer- 
son took his seat as president. Here 
are some of their wailings: 


"What is the use of 
celebrating 
the Fourth^ of July? 
Freedom, is. a 
stale, narcotic topic. 
The Declara- 


tion 'of independence a useless, if not 
an odious • libel upon, friendy nations 
connected with us 
by the 
silken 
band of amity." 
One Fenip, in his 


•paper," said "the Declaration was 
a 


placard'of rebellion, a feeble produc- 
tion, in which the spirit of rebel- 
lion prevailed over the love of or- 
der." 
One Demie, in his Portfolio,, 


called it ''an inherent "accumulation 
of indigestible and impracticable po- 
litical '"dogmas, 
dangerous 
to 
the 


peace of the world and seditious "in 
its local tendency." 
A democracy, 


they said, is the most absurd consti- 
tution, productive of 
anarchy 
and 


mischief: 
All the miseries of man 


for a. long series of years grew out of 
that infamous mode of polity, a 
democracy;-which" is reckoned to be 
only the corruption .and degeneracy 
of a republic, and not to be ranked 
among the legitimate forms of gov- 
ernment. If it is not legitimate, we 
owe -it no allegiance. He is a blind 
man who does not see this truth; 
he is a base man who will not assert 
it. 
Democratic power is tyranny in 


the principle and the end. 
*tt is op 
trial here and the issue will be civil 
war, 
desolation and anarchy."
